Bootlegging ? 


Wilmington, half a century ago, had a lot of bootlegging 
the illegal sale of liquor, and a few noteworthy individuals 
whose names appeared again and again on the court records. 
either as complainants or defendants. Notable were such 
persons as Chief Walter Hill, and Harold D. “Three Gun” 
Wilson, who once raided the Governor of Massachusetts, at 
a party. 

In the past year of two bootlegging has returned. Young 
men have been going to parking lots and woodland lots, 
selling liquor to minors. who were parked in cars, await- 


ing an evening's entertainment 


Sales notably dropped off. last 
week following a conviction in 
Woburn Court. Almost no cars 
have been seen in the customary 
parking spots, and parking lots 
etc, are almost free of beer bot- 
tles, in the early hours of dawn. 

Officer Frederic Brown, one of 
the new appointees to the Wilming- 
ton Police Department, working 
with Officer McKenna, seems to 
have been the cause of the pre- 
sent decline in bootlegging. which 
dropped after a conviction in 
Woburn Court last week 

Brown had summonsed Giro 
Mitrano, 23, of Marion Street 
into Woburn Court on a charge of 
selling liquor to a minor. Mitra- 
no was convicted last Thursday 


and Judge Francis Cullen senten- 
ced him to thirty days in the House 
of Correction and a $200 fine 

Mitrano has ‘appealed. and will 
have a trial before a 12 man jury 
in Cambridge Superior Court.
